The key local contest on the 
long 1996 ballot for Romulus 
voters appears to be the battle 
between incumbent 34th Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge William 
Szlinis and his challenger Ro¬ 
mulus attorney Brian Oakley. 

Talking to potential voters 
within the city, it seems that 
the two biggest issues surfac¬ 
ing for area residents in this 
gentleman-style battle are: (1) 
the past $270,000 shortfall in 
court finances and (2) Oakley 
being the son of Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley. 

Both candidates thought 
that the cash shortfall issue 
was history with the conviction 
of former court administrator 
Nancy Schuette several years 
ago. 

But Oakley said he was sur- 
pised to find that residents 
still were concerned over the 
history of that embezzlement. 

Szlinis reminds residents 
that the discovery of the short¬ 
fall was made while he was 
chief judge and that following 
the investigation the local 
court instituted all the 
changes in financial manage¬ 
ment requested by the Michi¬ 
gan Supreme Court. 

The potential conflict over 
having a sitting judge and the 
Romulus mayor being in the 
same family has caused some 
concern, particularly since the 
five communities serviced by 
the court are still battling over 
setting up a district financial 
agreement. 

Szlinis took Oakley to task 
for the “perceived conflict of 
interest” issue, while Oakley 
said “for those who know me, 
my dad and the court, they 
should feel as I do that there is 
no such conflict.” 

The race promises to be a 
close one if all pre-election 
talk holds true, unlike the 
election two years ago when 
challenger Tina Brooks Green 
swept every precinct in the 
five municipalities. 

Another race to watch lo¬ 
cally will be the battle bet¬

ween incumbent State Rep. 
Gregory Pitoniak and two op¬ 
ponents. 

Pitoniak is expected to win 
easily since neither Republi¬ 
can challenger Matt Ruffner 
nor Independent Susan Cislo 
have strong name recognition 
with the voters. 

Cislo has been the more ag¬ 
gressive of the two, but started 
her campaign intensely only a 
month ago. Unlike Ruffner, 
she has attended recent Ro¬ 
mulus Council meetings, but 
has not spoken publicly at the 
televised sessions.

The long awaited flowering 
of the Metro World dream-for 
over a decade the object of 
both political laughter and 
ridicule-may actually take 
place during the waning days 
of the 20th century. 

Dan Boorstein, a realtor and 
spokesman for Metro World 
developer E. Llwyd Eccle¬ 
stone, told the Romulus City 
Council Monday night that 
Tanger Factory Outlet signed 
papers recently to potentially 
open a large retail develop¬ 
ment on 136 acres in the Metro 
World area. 

Reportedly part of the pack¬ 
age would be selected catalog 
outlets, specialty restaurants, 
a book and music superstore 
and a cinema complex, Boors¬ 
tein said. 

The announcement came as 
part of Mayor William Oakley’s 
report to the city council and 
was met with some enthusiasm 
and some cautioned optimism. 

Mayor William Oakley ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday morning that 
the project is not cast in stone 
yet, but the Tanger Outlet 
group has taken an option out 
on the property. 

“This is the best thing that 
has happened in Romulus in 
15 years,” Oakley said. “With 
the concentrated traffic flow 
that will be passing this com¬ 
plex we should be able to en¬ 
courage many visitors to leave 
some of their money in Ro¬ 
mulus, via sales etc. Metro Air¬ 
port officials state 29 million 
persons currently use Metro 
Airport annually. That number 
is expected to double after the 
new terminal is completed,” 
Oakley said. 

“The project is more con¬ 
crete than any of the others lis¬ 
ted previously-such as casinos 
and sports stadiums-,” Oakley 
added. 

Boorstein said it was hoped 
that the new complex could be 
opened about the same time 
the Vining Road interchange 
is open for traffic. 

Councilman William Crova 
expressed the most cautionary 
optimism of any of the six 
council members in atten¬ 
dance. Veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry was absent 
from the meeting. 

Crova admits that the Tan¬ 
ger Outlet group “is substan-

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tial”, but said he will be a lot 
more optimistic when a site 
plan for the complex is pre¬ 
sented to the Romulus Plan¬ 
ning Commission. He is a 
member of that group also. 

The first term councilman 
said a true test probably will 
be “how long it takes for us to 
see such a site plan.” 

The Tanger Outlet Centers 
has 27 such commercial out¬ 
lets across the U.S. The closest 
is in West Branch, Mich. The 
company is headquartered in 
Greensboro, N.C. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear said he was impressed 
with the initial information 
and feejs when the complex is 
competed he feels it will 
*g money currently spent at 
re Southland and Fairlane 
[alls out to the Romulus area. 

On Tuesday morning, Gear 
added “this has been a long 
struggle. In addition to Oakley, 
I feel former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, current and former 
council members (an in partic¬ 
ular the late Mary Ann Banks) 
should be cited for their vision 
and long hours expended to 
get to today’s potential success 
story.” 

Gear said he also was hope¬ 
ful that the Tanger Outlet 
would have a spin-off effect 
and that other Metro World 
projects will follow close be¬ 
hind. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth also complimented 
both the administrations of 
Mayors Oakley and McAnally 
for pursuing this effort. 

Councilman Michael Pry- 
byla called the planned com¬ 
plex “long overdue” and 
questioned what is in the off¬ 
ing for the remaining 500 acres 
of Metro World. 

Boorstein said he was not at 
liberty to disclose that infor-

If you want more informa¬ 
tion on decoys and wood carv¬ 
ing the following books might 
be of interest to you. 

Wild Fowl Decoys by Joe. 
Barber (745.593) reveals prac¬ 
tically everything worth know- 
ing about wild fowl decoys, 
how to make them and how to 
use them. The author begins 
with the joys of collecting and 
decoy making as an art form 
and then covers their use in 
hunting and history. There are 
numerous plans and specifica¬ 
tions most with fYont, top, and 
side view and a section on de¬ 
coy making. 

The Better Homes & Gardens 
Wood Carving Techniques (736.4) 
contains projects for every 
skill level with step-by-step di¬ 
agrams and photos. Beginning 
with a guide to carving tools 
and how to care for them, the 
author then deals with carving 
tips and techniques. The book 
finishes with a number of carv¬ 
ing projects on a variety of sub¬ 
jects and using a variety of 
techniques. 

Elmer Tangerman’s book 
1001 Designs for Whittling and 
Woodcarving (736.4) is a source 
book of ideas for all levels of 
skill. The instructions are di¬ 
rect and easy to read so you 
can copy a design step-by-step 
or adapt a design to suit your 
needs. It is filled with exam¬ 
ples from simple to complex, 
from all over the world. 

Painting Duck Decoys by An¬ 
thony Hillman (745.593) tells 
you how to give your carved or 
purchased decoy enough color 
to attract wild birds or realis¬ 
tic color for display.

mallard pair. 

Harry V. Shourd’s book 
Carving Shorebirds (745.593) 
contains full sized patterns for 
19 North American Shore 
birds with clear directions for 
cutting and shaping the body, 
constructing the legs and de¬ 
tailing the head. Full color il- 
lustrations serve as a 
suggested color key. Many of 
the projects are simple enough 
for the beginner. 

Game Bird Carving by Bruce 
Burk (731.462) is a very de¬ 
tailed and complete explana¬ 
tion of this art form. The 
beginner is given detailed in¬ 
structions and step-by-step 
photographs to take him/her 
through his/her first attempts 
at shaping and painting and 
then gives additional projects 
to sharpen both interest and 
skills. The carver learns to 
plan and execute original 
carvings by understanding 
bird anatomy, adapting draw¬ 
ings and photographs and by 
making his/her own drawings. 
The author includes a bibli¬ 
ography for further reading 
and a list of suppliers for mate¬ 
rials.

Transplant needled 

Donor search Saturday for Romulus woman

A valiant two-year battle 
with leukemia has left a 40- 
year-old Romulus auto worker 
in desperate need of a bone 
marrow transplant. 

Thus an area support group 
known as My Friends Care has 
arranged for an eight-hour 
bone marrow transplant donor 
search drive this Saturday at 
the newly named Booker T. 
Dozier Recreation Complex at 
2025 Middlebelt Road in Inks¬ 
ter. The complex was formerly 
known as the Inkster Recre¬ 
ation Center. 

Members of the American 
Red Cross will officiate at the 
donor search drive from 10 
a.m. to 6 p.m. and will accept 
blood screening donations and 


provide information on be¬ 
coming a bone marrow donor. 

The leukemia victim is JoE- 
llen Whitfield Smith of Ro¬ 
mulus and since no family 
members have been deemed 
suitable for a bone marrow do¬ 
nation, Saturday’s program 
was arranged in an attempt to 
extend her young life. 

She has two brothers (one 
living in Michigan and the 
other in Florida) but neither is 
a match and her mother, Lovie 
Whitfield of Inkster, has pas¬ 
sed the acceptable age for do¬ 
nations. 

Thus Smith’s family mem¬ 
bers turned to the National 
Marrow Donor Program for as¬ 
sistance, as the program oper¬ 
ates a national registry of 
volunteers. 

Since insurance doesn’t 


cover the bone marrow search 
effort, persons wishing to aid 
Smith can send financial dona¬ 
tions to the Bone Marrow 
Transplant Fund, c/o JoEllen 
Whitfield Smith, P.O. Box 
74531, Romulus, MI. 48174. 

Smith revealed that she has 
’ been able at least until now, to 
continue her job with the Ford 
Motor Co. 

But since leukemia is a pro¬ 
gressive disease, her work 
schedule following two de¬ 
cades at Ford could be put into 
jeopardy soon. 

Smith, who has lived in Ro¬ 
mulus for about two years, is 
now forced to take numerous 
naps during the day to “re¬ 
charge” her personal bat¬ 
teries. She also has dropped 
out of her bowling league be¬ 
cause of her lack of energy.

Two Romulus area resi¬ 
dents have sent form letters to 
the Romulus Roman news¬ 
paper concerning the Metro 
Airport noise problems.

Old soldiers neither die nor 
do they fade away. In fact, the 
number of American veterans 
age 85 and older is growing so 
rapidly that the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Veterans Affairs has 
mounted a campaign to cope 
with what it calls the “geriatric 
imperative.”

cent tax cut next year, and re¬ 
sult in a total savings of $125 
million,” David Plawecki, dep¬ 
uty director for MESC Commu¬ 
nications and External 
Relations, stated at the annual 
meeting of the Employers Un¬ 
employment Compensation 
Council in Troy. 

The tax cut will save em¬ 
ployers on average nearly $38 
per employee and up to as 
much as $95 per employee, de¬ 
pending on the employer’s tax 
rate. Rates will range from a 
low of 0.2 percent to 10 per¬ 
cent, payable on the first 
$9,500 of each employee’s earn¬ 
ings. 


The tax cut will save 
employers on 
average nearly $38 
per employee. 


Plawecki said that the tax 
cut is across the board and ap¬ 
plies to all “fully experience” 
rated employers, which are 
generally those who have been 
in operation for more than 
four years. 

“We have about 200,000 
Michigan employers who pay 
state unemployment taxes,” 
Plawecki said. “About 150,000 
should qualify for the tax cut.” 

According to state law, the 
tax cut is triggered if the cash 
reserves in Michigan’s unem¬ 
ployment trust fund are at 
least 1.2 percent of all Michi¬ 
gan total payrolls as of the 
June 30 prior to the tax year. 
By June 30,1996, the fund’s re¬ 
serve was $1.7 billion, which is 
a record high for June and ex¬ 
ceeds the requirement.

No hoids barred 


Debates heat up as campaign draws to close

With just five days before 
the general election, parties 
on both sides of the political 
arena are revving up their 
rhetoric and firing their cam¬ 
paign ammunition at their op¬ 
ponents. 

Here’s a sampling of what’s 
happening in the national and 
local campaigns: 

• A photo opportunity back¬ 
fired this week when the Jus¬ 
tice Department released 
photographs of Vice President 
A1 Gore and First Lady Hillary 
Rodham Clinton with con¬ 
victed drug smuggler Jorge 
Cabrera. The photos were 
taken at a Florida dinner and 
a White House Christmas 
event. Cabrera made a $20,000 
contribution to the Democratic 
Party in 1995. Later, Cabrera 
and several accomplices were 
arrested in a Miami bust that 
netted nearly 6,000 pounds of 
cocaine. 

• The new Dole/Kemp tele¬ 
vision spot cites the story of a 
high school girl who defends 
her marijuana use by saying, 
“Look at Bill Clinton. He 
smoked marijuana and be¬ 
came president.” The spot con¬ 
tinues with Clinton replying, 
“Sure I would. I tried before,” 
when asked on MTV if we 
would inhale if he had another 
opportunity to smoke mari¬ 
juana.” 

• Republican Ronna Ro¬ 
mney hits incumbent Demo¬ 
crat Carl Levin on his support 
of partial-birth abortion. In Le¬ 
vin's ads, he criticizes Romney 
on her anti-abortion stance. 

• Supporters of Proposal G 
gathered more than 1,500 sup¬ 
ported in a Let’s Unite for the 
Fight rally with Ted Nugent 
and Kirk Gibson leading the 
pack. 

• The U.S. Chamber of Com¬ 


merce named its Gang of 10 - 
those most vulnerable anti¬ 
business members of Congress 
- with Lynn Rivers and David 
Bonior on the list. Dubbed as 
anti-business by the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business was Eileen DeHart, 
18th District Democrat. 

• National Republican Con¬ 
gressional Committee filed a 
law suit in federal court seek¬ 
ing to compel the Federal 
Election Commission tot take 
immediate action against the 
AFL-CTO for violations of fed¬ 
eral law, including coordina¬ 
tion and collusion between the 
AFL-CIO, Democratic Party or¬ 
ganizations and individual 
Democrats. Although unions 
are prohibited from spending 
general treasury funds to in¬ 
fluence federal elections, the 
NRCC claims the AFL-CIO has 
already spent $12 million air¬ 
ing attack ads against Republi¬ 
can members of Congress. 

• Dole/Kemp supporters 
took a bus ride across Michi¬ 
gan on Saturday to promote 
their economic plan which in¬ 
cludes a 15 percent across the 
board tax cut, a $500 per child 
tax credit, 50 percent reduc¬ 
tion in the capital gains tax 
rates, elimination of capital 
gains taxes for virtually all ho¬ 
meowners, repeal of the tax 
hike on senior citizens and ex¬ 
pansion of Individual Retire¬ 
ment Accounts. Passengers on 
the 15 for 15% Bus were Gov. 
John Engler, U.S. Senator 
Spencer Abraham, U.S. Senate 
candidate Ronna Romney and 
several Republican governors. 

• Republican Joe Fitzsim¬ 
mons, candidate for the 13th 
District Congressional seat, 
was called on the carpet for 
missing a debate with incum¬ 
bent Democrat Lynn Rivers on 
Medicare/Medicaid. 

• Proposal E (to permit ca- 


Year-round student 
registration begins 


Wayne County Community 
College (WCCO now provides 
year-round registration as a 
part of the continuing changes 
being advanced by WCCC 
President Dr. Curtis L. Ivery. 

“We need to be able to give 
direction and help to people 
about the future of their lives 
when they need it, right now, 
without making them wait on 
an academic calendar,” Dr. Iv¬ 
ery said. 

Under the new registration 
program, students will be able 
to receive year round: 

• Student career and voca¬ 
tional counseling; 

• Academic counseling to 
develop the proper mix of 
classes; 

• Registration for the next 
available semester. 

All counseling, advising and 
registration can now also be 
done at any one of the five 
WCCC campuses, including the 
western campus in Belleville, 
under a site-based manage¬ 
ment change already an¬ 
nounced by Dr. Ivery. That 
program returned control and 
direction of WCCC to the com¬ 
munities it serves with site- 
based responsibility, accoun¬ 


tability and management at 
the local campus level. 

Students were previously 
limited to only certain periods 
of time during the academic 
year for registration. 

“This is just one more of 
many steps we’re taking to 
make Wayne County Commu¬ 
nity College one of the best 
community colleges in Michi¬ 
gan and in the nation,” Ivery 
said. 

Dr. Ivery initiated “sweep¬ 
ing changes” after becoming 
WCCC president in September, 
1995. The changes range from 
curriculum review and 
streamlined management to 
more student friendly policies 
and more local orientation 
with programs like site-based 
management. 

Dr. Ivery has said that these 
program initiatives represent 
a fundamental and compre¬ 
hensive redirection of WCCC 
by the Board of Trustees and 
his new administration. 
“These actions are only the be¬ 
ginning of rebuilding WCCC 
into one of the most progres¬ 
sive community colleges in 
Michigan and the country,” Dr. 
Ivery said. 


Medicare covers shots 


A new strain of the flu virus 
is expected to circulate in the 
United States this winter and 
health department officials 
are encouraging the elderly to 
get their flu shots as soon as 
possible. 

Influenza (flu) is a viral in¬ 
fection of the bronchial tubes 
and lungs. It can be especially 
dangerous to the elderly who 
typically are more susceptible 
to the virus and flue-related 
illnesses such as upper respi¬ 
ratory infections, bronchitis 
and pneumonia. 

“Elderly people are partic¬ 
ularly vulnerable to complica¬ 
tions from the flu,” said 
George R. Gerber, M.D., the 
Medicare Medical Director for 
Michigan. “Of the 10,000 to 
30,000 Americans who die from 
influenza every year, more 
than 80 percent are elderly. 


Recent studies show the value 
of flu shots in preventing flu 
and flu-related complications. 

Melinda Dixson, M.D. head 
of disease control at the De¬ 
troit Health Department said, 
“The elderly are more suscept¬ 
ible to the flu virus. Flue shots 
are not 100 percent effective, 
but if a person catches the vi¬ 
rus after getting a flue shot, the 
illness and its adverse effects 
will be much less severe.” 

There are to important facts 
seniors need to remember ac¬ 
cording to Gerber: one, that 
Medicare pays for flu vaccina¬ 
tions and second, that they can 
get flu shots without a physi¬ 
cian’s order. He also recom¬ 
mends that anyone covered by 
Medicare get a flu shot unless 
they have a problem with al¬ 
lergies.

Van Buren Township 
voters will go to the polls 
with a clear choice this 
Tuesday. The Democratic 
slate, or Foster Team as it is more popularly called, 
which is made up of the current tovvnship board minus 
retiring supervisor David Jacokes, is being challenged 
by The Action Team, a group of Republicans led by 
John Losen. 

The Action Team’s spirited campaign was evidenced 
in our newsroom Monday, when we invited Supervisor 
candidates Helen Foster and Losen in to debate their 
positions. Losen was effective in questioning the cur¬ 
rent board’s alleged wishy-washy position on the EQ

Vote for casinos is anti-family step 


Casting a ballot for casino 
gambling in Detroit on Nov. 5 
is definitely an anti-family 
vote! 

This opinion is echoed 
across the state of Michigan by 
Republican Gov. Engler, Dem¬ 
ocratic Attorney General 
Frank Kelley, top Catholic and 
Protestant leaders, newspaper 
editorials and other anti 
casino activists. 

Even Edward Looney, exec 
utive director of the New Jer¬ 
sey Council on Compulsive 
Gambling, warned five percent 
of casino gamblers have been 
shown to become compulsive 
gamblers. 

Families of those cornpul 
sive gamblers fall into a cycle 
of progressive deterioration 
and are left with a legacy of 
anger, resentment, isolation 
and many times hate. 

“Thus compulsive gambling 
kills fa m ilies,” Looney 
charged. 

New Jersey has had casino 
gambling since the late 1970’s 
and already two former Atlan 
tic City mayors are spending 
time in prison for casino re 
lated offenses. 

If that isn't bad enough, 
Randall J. Hekman, spokes 
man for Vote No on Proposal 
E, reveals crime in Atlantic 
City has escalated 2000 per 



cent since 1978 and the city’s 
neighborhoods are still seri 
ously blighted. 

Kelley, Michigan’s own at 
torney general, added his own 
warning last year saying that if 
casino gambling becomes 
widespread across the state, 
“Michigan will have the worst 
crime and corruption” in its 
history 

Various groups have de¬ 
cried the fact that Detroit’s 
name isn’t even on the ballot 
question, hinting an early 
mark of deception by pro¬ 
casino forces. 

Pro-casino forces (finan¬ 
cially sparked by two potential 
casino operators) now are tell 
ing state voters in TV ads that 
$400 million has left Michigan 
for Windsor casinos and that if 
similar casinos are erected in 
Detroit thousands of new jobs 
will be created. 

John Mecartney, head of the 
Citizens Against Casino Gam 
bling in Detroit, said “no ob 


jective study has been done to 
verify those figures ” He also 
doubts that Americans who 
have been traveling through 
the tunnel to potentially win 
non-taxable payoffs in Wind¬ 
sor, will flock instead to De¬ 
troit vvhere their winnings 
would be taxed by the IRS. 

Information supplied by 
anti-casino forces in Illinois 
show, Mecartney said, that for 
every job created by casino 
gambling there, one was lost in 
the private sector since local 
business owners are seriously 
impacted by a lack of spending 
money outside casinos by area 
residents and they are forced 
to lay off workers or in ex 
treme cases close their doors. 

Mecartney said if any where 
near the $500 million (pro 
casino supporters claim will 
be dropped at Detroit casinos) 
actually occurs in the Motor 
City, downtown Detroit and 
suburban shopping centers 
will be seriously huil. 


Originally it appeared that 
both sides in the Detroit ca¬ 
sino fight would bypass the TV 
market. 

But in recent weeks armed 
with $2 million in funds from 
two reported casino devel¬ 
opers, the “Vote Yes on Pro¬ 
posal E” forces aimed their TV 
spots on Michigan voters “fi¬ 
nancial patriotism” in an ef¬ 
fort to win an expected close 
referendum fight next month. 

That effort has closed the 
gap between pro and anti¬ 
casino forces support by the 
public. 

The major question on the 
casino marquee should be 
“Are you willing to gamble 
that one of your family mem¬ 
bers might become a habitual 
casino player?” 

Then to show your confi¬ 
dence, you might then want to 
divulge the family member’s 
name you are willing to risk. 

For this writer, that ri^k i 
too costly!

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The power of one vote can be mighty

Recently, a small-business 
owner mailed me a list show¬ 
ing how just one vote can have 
an impact on history. 

According to the list, “In 
1645, one vote gave Oliver 
Cromwell control of England; 
in 1649, one vote caused 
Charles I of England to be exe¬ 
cuted; in 1776, one vote gave 
American the English lan¬ 
guage instead of German; in 
1845, one vote brought Texas 
into the Union; in 1865, one 
vote saved President Andrew 
Jackson from impeachment; in 



1876, one vote changed France 
from a monarchy to a republic; 
and in 1923, one vote gave Ado¬ 
lph Hitler leadership of the 
Nazi Party.” 

You don’t need to think back 
that far to recall other “one 
vote” events that had an im¬ 
pact on history and on small- 
business owners. 


For instance in 1993, the 
largest tax increase in the na¬ 
tion’s history passed the U.S. 
Senate by one vote. 

and in 1995, an historic vote 
to pass a balanced budget 
amendment to the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution fell just one vote short 
of passage in the U.S. Senate. 

Small-business owners are 
among the few individuals I 
have discovered who easily ac¬ 
cept the principle that one in¬ 
dividual or action can make a 
significant difference. That’s 
because entrepreneurs have 
often witnessed firsthand that 
lone actions by individuals can 


set a course toward success or 
failure; that conviction and 
dedication of one person act¬ 
ing alone can overcome tre¬ 
mendous challenges. 

In this fall’s elections, the 
actions of individual small- 
business owners will be espe¬ 
cially important. May legisla¬ 
tive contests will be decided 
by very slim margins, many by 
less than one percent, some 
perhaps by very few votes. 

The control of state legisla¬ 
tures and even the House and 
Senate could be determined 
by voter shifts of one or two 
percentage points. 


Senate bill to prevent false liens passes 


A bill recently passed by the 
state senate makes it harder 
for people to use false liens to 
defraud others. 

Those who have been tar¬ 
gets of false property liens 
might find relief under legisla¬ 
tion that unanimously passed 
the Senate recently. Senate 
Bill 828 is being used to 
squelch an intimidation prac¬ 
tice that is gaining popularity 
in Michigan and other states. 

Currently, a group or indi¬ 
vidual may file a lien against 
another’s property, without 
providing a “full and fair ac¬ 
counting of the facts” and 
“proof of service” to the land- 
owner. While most often the 
procedure is used by anti¬ 


government groups to intimi¬ 
date or harass public officials, 
such as local judges or police 
officers, State Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett said that some groups 
have taken the tactic to new 
heights. 

“Some individuals have ac¬ 
tually written bad checks, 
using the lien property as col¬ 
lateral,” Bennett said. “My leg¬ 
islation is sending a message 
to any group or individual 
planning this type of harass¬ 
ment: Michigan will not toler¬ 
ate it and it will be a 
punishable offense.” 

Senate Bill 828 fixes a loop¬ 
hole in the current law by re¬ 
quiring that more information, 
such as a full and fair account¬ 


ing of the facts be provided to 
the Register of Deeds office 
when the registrar processes 
the lien request. In addition, 
the bill requires proof of ser¬ 
vices that actual notice has 
been given to the recorded 
landowner to which the en¬ 
cumbrance applies. This 
would make it more difficult to 
file a false lien and ensure that 
a property owner was aware of 
the action taken. 

Under this legislation, if a 
court finds a person encum¬ 
bers property without lawful 
cause, with the intent to harass 
or intimidate any person, the 
court may award the land- 
owner all the costs of bringing 
the action, including actual at¬ 


torney fees and exemplary 
damages. 

In addition, the court shall 
order payment of all damages 
the landowner may have sus¬ 
tained as a result of the filing 
and the individual may be 
found guilty of a felony punish¬ 
able by imprisonment for not 
more than three years, or a 
fine of not more than $5,000, or 
both. 

Bennett said, “I see this leg¬ 
islation as a preventative mea¬ 
sure. While we have had 
instances of this occurring in 
Michigan, it is not yet a com¬ 
mon practice here, as it is in 
other states. We want to avert 
this type of intimidating be¬ 
havior from happening in 
Michigan.”

Residents complain of noise

Two Romulus area resi¬ 
dents have sent form letters to 
the Romulus Roman news¬ 
paper concerning the Metro 
Airport noise problems. 

The letters were forwarded 
to the newspaper by Daniel 
Banks of Romulus and Ronald 
and Sharon Esch of New Bos¬ 
ton. 

The letters explained the 
two families have been “adver¬ 
sely impacted by aircraft/ 
airport noise...that is disrupt¬ 
ing our sleep, preventing us 
from having a normal exis¬ 
tence and generally making 
life miserable.” 

The letter writers state that 
“despite what you may have 


heard from the Edward 
McNamara administration and 
in particular Sean Brosnan the 
so-called Noise Czar, the peo¬ 
ple in Huron Township and 
Romulus are not satisfied with 
the noise mitigation progress.” 

They continue “in fact most 
of the people I know are out¬ 
raged by the way they have 
been abused and mistreated. 
They want action now without 
any more delays.” 

When contacted on Tuesday, 
Banks admitted that the letter 
writing campaign was urged by 
Wayne County Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson. 

A citizen meeting called by 
Patterson at Huron High 
School was filled to capacity, 
Banks said, and most residents 
expressed great disappoint¬ 


ment that the airport has done 
so little to help area homeo¬ 
wners. 

“We have to halt our out¬ 
door conversations when 
planes pass over,” he said, 
“and even turn up the volume 
on our TV sets when we are 
indoors even.” 

Even at the age of 44 Banks 
feels his hearing is being dam¬ 
aged by the loud planes. He 
thus has great concern over 
the hearing status of children 
in Romulus. 

Banks said Romulus-Huron 
Township residents are not 
willing to wait until the year 
2000 to get answers to their 
noise complaints. “We want re¬ 
lief now,” he wrote, and “we 
are awaiting McNamara’s re¬ 
sponse to our needs.” 


Michigan gives employers cost control 


Michigan is among the na¬ 
tion’s top states in terms of giv¬ 
ing employers greater control 
over their unemployment tax 
costs. 

“A newly released federal 
study of state unemployment 
insurance tax systems reports 
that Michigan’s system is 


among the 10 best experience- 
related programs in the coun¬ 
try,” said F. Robert Edwards, 
director of the Michigan Em¬ 
ployment Security Commis¬ 
sion (MESC) reported recently 
at a MES Commissioners in 
Port Huron. 

“This is good news for em¬ 


ployers because it means they 
can directly control their un¬ 
employment costs by control¬ 
ling their layoffs,” he said. “If 
an employer has a history of 
few layoffs, then that firm is 
likely to have a low unemploy¬ 
ment tax rate, while more lay¬ 
offs mean a higher tax rate.”

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Seniors to receive increase

Area senior citizens are 
looking foward to a happy new 
year in 1997 for at least one 
reason-their Social Security 
payments will rise by 2.9 per¬ 
cent. 

For retired workers Social 
Security Commissioner Shir¬ 
ley Chater said the cost of liv¬ 
ing adjustment will mean the 
average monthly check will 


jump by $21 to $745. 

For those 6.5 million Ameri¬ 
cans receiving Supplemental 
Security payments, the 
monthly check will rise 2.9 per¬ 
cent ($14) to $484. For a couple 
the maximum will rise $21 to 
$726. 

The changes are due to be¬ 
gin on Jan. 3 for Social Secu¬ 
rity recipients, but will start 
four days earlier (Dec. 31) for 
Supplementary Security pro¬ 
gram checks. 


For millions of Americans, 
the maximum earnings subject 
to Social Security and Medi¬ 
care taxes will rise, but the 
7.65 percent rate will not 
change. 

The earning base will in¬ 
crease from $62,700 to $65,400 
for the 6.2 percent Social Secu¬ 
rity portion of the tax. There is 
no ceiling on earnings subject 
to the remaining 1.45 percent 
tax that finances Medicare. 


Prescription drug credit for seniors is $456 


Nearly 35,000 Michigan se¬ 
niors have received $16 mil¬ 
lion in prescription drug 
credits to help offset the 
money that they spent during 
1995 for prescription drugs. 

The Prescription Drug 
Credit program was estab¬ 


lished by the Legislature to as¬ 
sist low income Michigan 
residents over 65 years of age. 
The maximum credit is $600 
for an individual and $1,200 for 
a married couple. The average 
refund mailed this year was 
$456.20. 


State law limits the total 
prescription drug refund 
amount to $20 million each 
year. 

The Prescription Drug 
Credit will be paid after Aug. 
1,1997.

We ask that you put all of your leaves IN THE STREET NEXT TO THE CURB in as 
high and narrow a pile as passible. We can do a better and more efficient job if the pile 
of leaves are no more than two or three feet wide. Leaves left on the lawn cannot be 
picked up due to the risk of lawn damage. Asphalt streets with low curbs must also be 
left on the pavement with none on the lawn. Leaves must be on road side of ditch for 
residents living on gravel roads. 

Check the map above to determine what dates your leaves will be picked up. Leaves 
should be out the day before your scheduled pick-up. Should there be any additional 
questions, please call 728-1770 for answers. 

Remember, if you still wish to bag your leaves, you may do so and set them out with 
your compost on your trash pick up day.

As adults begin to look to¬ 
ward Halloween, they need to 
consider everything from safe 
costumes for their children to 
what kinds of treats to hand 
out.

The fund raisers for Step¬ 
hanie Smith have taken on a 
life of their own, inching ever 
closer to the $500,000 goal set 
for Nov. 13. 

The 8-year old Belleville 
girl has been suffering fVom a 
very rare auto immune dis¬ 
ease since she was 2, and has 
t endured 40 surgeries. The dis¬ 
ease, which attacks her joints 
^ and tissues, causing excruciat¬ 
ing pain, was held in check by 
chemotherapy. In late Septem¬ 
ber, after she had reached the 
maximum dosage for humans, 
. Stephanie’s doctors made the 
; decision to stop the chemo- 

• therapy, based on the fact that 
! it was causing irreversible 
l side effects, such as bladder 
; damage. When the horrible 
; pain came back, the difficult 

decision was made to resume 
the chemotherapy. 

A stem-cell transplant could 
possibly cure her of this dis- 

• ease. The process includes tak- 
ing cells from her bone 
marrow, radiating them and 
her body until the cells are 

- dead, and replacing them in 
her body to hopefully produce 
healthy cells. Unfortunately, 

• the transplant is considered 
,• experimental with a $500,000 

price tag. 

“We’re looking at a number 
of different options,” said her 
■ mother Debbie Smith. “St. 
Jude’s said if we had the 
money up front they’d do it 
There’s also another hospital 
with experience, and we’re 
hoping they’ll take her. We’ve 
been excited before when the 
doctors say they’re definitely 
going to do it, and then they go 
to their board of trustees and 
they say no. We hope this hos¬ 
pital will take her knowing 
that we are trying to raise the 
funds. Each day that goes by 


without being able to raise the 
funds, Stephanie takes a step 
back. I can’t describe how that 
feels. It’s very important that 
we do this as soon as we can.” 

Since Stephanie is the only 
person in the world known to 
have this disease, the hospital 
she is treated at would have to 
pay a researcher to come up 
with a protocol to deal with 
her medical needs. This would 
be very expensive. “I can un¬ 
derstand the reasons, but it 
doesn’t make me accept them,” 
Debbie said. If the money is 
not raised by the Nov. 13 dead¬ 
line, Stephanie’s doctors be¬ 
lieve she will be too weak to go 
through the surgery. 

The Smiths consider them¬ 
selves lucky to live in the Be¬ 
lleville area, where residents 
have turned out in great nu¬ 
mbers at the many fund raisers 
for their daughter. Debbie said 
they are grateful for the mone¬ 
tary contributions as well as 
for the prayers being said for 
the family. 

Some of Stephanie’s doctors 
attended a recent golf-outing/ 
fund raiser. “Her doctors said, 
‘We now know why Steph is 
still here. This is such a won¬ 
derful community. There’s no 
medical reason for her to still 
be here.’ We’re very thankful 
for all of the prayers,” she said. 

The family is especially 
grateful for the efforts put 
forth by the Friends of Step¬ 
hanie Smith Transplant Fund, 
the Pinter family, which has or¬ 
ganized several fund raisers, 
and helped out on many 
others, and Van Buren Public 
Schools Superintendent 
James Richendollar, who at¬ 
tends every meeting of the 
fund raising committee. “We 
get cards in the mail from peo¬ 
ple we haven’t even met, say¬ 
ing they’re thinking about us

Local schools show compassion for girl

Businesses come 
to aid of Stephanie 

The plight of 9-year-old Stephanie Smith has touched the 
hearts of business owners and professional people through¬ 
out Western Wayne County, and prompted many to express 
their support in this special section. 

“We had an overwhelming response,” said Rita Bedell, 
MCN classified sales manager. “Our staff called business peo¬ 
ple last week, and explained that we were doing a special 
salute to Stephanie to boost donations for her surgery. The 
response was phenomenal!” 

Bedell said most of those she contacted had already read or 
heard about Stephanie Smith’s courageous battle against an 
auto immune disease that threatens her life, but one woman 
who learned about it for the first time burst into tears. 

“People are really touched by this story, especially because 
Stephanie is so courageous and, in spite of her own illness, is 
caring about others,” Bedell said. 

Not only did the business community respond, but some 
people offered the names and phone numbers of other busi¬ 
ness people who they felt would want to participate. 

The goal of the special section is two fold, said Bedell. 
First, it will draw attention to Stephanie’s plight and hope¬ 
fully encourage participation in other fund-raising activities, 
and, most important, half of the cost of each ad is being 
donated to the stem-cell transplant fund. 

“We wish Stephanie well,” said Bedell. “We want her to 
know that the entire community is pulling for her - the busi¬ 
ness people - as well as friends and neighbors.” 


Stephanie Smith, 8, of Be¬ 
lleville, is in the third grade, 
although she only attended 15 
days in kindergarten and 
seven days in the first grade. 

Thanks to the home-bound 
schooling program in the Van 
Buren Public School District, 
Stephanie has been able to 
keep up with other students in 
her class. She is in her second 
year receiving the home- 
bound schooling. Teacher 
Elsie Berry, who Debbie Smith 
(Stephanie’s mother), regards 
as “a gem” comes to the Smith 
household four days a week 
when Stephanie is feeling well 
enough. Debbie explained 
that, as a classroom project, a 
video was made of the class¬ 
room Stephanie would be in, 
and another of Stephanie so 
she would feel more a part of 
the class. “That’s the way the 
district is run,” her mother 
said. “It’s a real positive 
thing.” 

Another positive involving 
this school district as well as 
the Canton Public School Dis¬ 
trict, is that students in differ¬ 
ent schools are writing letters 
to the Oprah Winfrey Show on 
Stephanie’s behalf. Instead of 
sending them individually, 
however, the letters at each 
school will be placed in a box, 
and all boxes will be mailed 
on the same day. The hope is 
that the talk show hostess will 
take notice, and bring national 
attention to the 8-year old’s 
plight. 

“We try not to get our hopes 
built up,” Debbie said. “I told 
Stephanie the other day, that 
there’s only one thing I’m 
afraid of. If we get this trans¬ 
plant, next year at this time, 
she’ll be off and running, busy 
with school.” As her mother 
wiped tears away, Stephanie 
answered, “Don’t worry, I’ll 
make time for you.” Debbie ex¬ 
plained that since she takes 
Stephanie with her every¬ 
where she goes, “It feels like 
I’m not complete if she’s not 
there. It’s almost like she’s a 
part of me. I think I tell her ‘I 
love you’ too often, if you can 
do that.” 

Until the money began com¬ 
ing in for the possibly life¬ 


saving stem-cell transplant, 
Debbie wasn’t confident of 
what the future held. She de¬ 
clined offers from friends and 
family to come and stay with 
Stephanie so she could have 
some time to herself. “It might 
be nice to have ten minutes or 
a half hour to myself,” she 
said. “But that might be 10 
minutes or a half hour I might 
not have with her.” 

In her eight years, Step¬ 
hanie has endured at least 40 
operations, sometimes spend¬ 
ing six months to a year in the 
hospital. Depending on where 
the hospital is and what pre¬ 
liminary procedures her doc¬ 
tors are able to do, the stem 
cell transplant may put Step¬ 
hanie in the hospital for six to 
eight months. “This is going to 
be a breeze,” Debbie said of 
the hospital stay. “But it won’t 
be like a complete end. 
There’s a 40 percent chance 
that she’ll develop leukemia 
because her bone marrow has 
been repressed for so long. All 
of the problems with her blad¬ 
der, and she is already sterile. 
But, she will be able to go to 
school. She’ll be able to have a 
normal life, have the child¬ 
hood she hasn’t been able to 
have. 

According to Debbie, if you 
ask Stephanie’s best friend 
about what she has been up to, 
she’ll probably discuss the pa¬ 
jama party she went to or what 
she did at school today. But, if 
you ask Stephanie the same 
question, she can name off her 
different medications and 
what they are used for. “Step¬ 
hanie asked me a question the 
other day,” Debbie said. “She 
asked, ‘When I go to heaven, 
can I take Snuggles (a stuffed

dog) with me in my casket? Be¬ 
cause I don’t know how long 
the trip is to heaven.’ These 
are things an 8-year old 
shouldn’t have to think about.” 

When the community sees 
Stephanie, it’s only when her 
parents are confident she can 
handle the outing. 

“They don’t see her when 
her legs are wrapped in hot 
towels (to straighten them) cry¬ 
ing ‘Why is this happening to 


me?”’ she said, adding that 
Stephanie recently felt good 
enough to walk two blocks in 
her church’s annual Crop 
Walk, raising $65 for the hun¬ 
gry. Of course, she had been 
given five doses of moi'phine. 

When she grows up, Step¬ 
hanie says she would like to be 
a nurse or a teacher. Regard¬ 
less of what she does, Debbie 
believes her daughter is des¬ 
tined for greatness.

During the first months of Stephanie Smith’s illness, the com¬ 
munity had little choice but to stand by and offer prayers and 
good wishes. 

At first, there was no drive to raise funds for a cure of the 
mysterious auto immune disease that affects Stephanie Smith 
and no other person.

Canton students extended a 
helping hand to Stephanie 
Smith of Belleville, who is 
fighting an autoimmune disor¬ 
der, with the donation of 
nearly $1,400. 

The donated funds will go 
toward the drive to raise 
money for an operation which 
the young girl needs for a 
stem-cell operation she needs 
to survive. 

After several years of treat¬ 
ments and hospitalizations 
that have failed to control the 
disease, Stephanie needs a 
rare stem cell transplant to 
survive, doctors say. 

The Friends of Stephanie 
Smith, a fund-raising group 
needs to raise $500,000 by mid- 
November in order for the op¬ 
eration to be performed. Medi¬ 
cal benefits will not cover the 
operation. 

Stephanie has been battling 
the unnamed disease since she 
was 2 and has undergone 40 
operations, including a partial 
leg amputation. Despite this, 
she continues to be active in 
activities such as dancing and 
recently participated in a local 
Crop Walk event and softball 
game, running the bases on 
her knees. 

Chemotherapy proved suc¬ 
cessful until recently when 
doctors learned her organs 
were deteriorating. A stem¬ 
cell transplant is her only 
hope, they say. 

Robin Kendall, a fourth- 
grader at Miller Elementary 
School has helped organize ef¬ 
forts to help Stephanie. She 
and her family presented the 
money to Stephanie and her 
parents on Oct. 8 at Master 
Dance Studio in Canton. 

Jill Kendall, Robin’s mother 
said she was very proud of 


what she did, but those who 
donated money are the ones to 
thank. After sending fliers 
around the school, Robin 
stood outside the cafeteria col¬ 
lecting the donations the next 
day. She collected $1,380. 

“It was just overwhelming,” 
said Jill Kendall. The dona¬ 
tions ranged from children’s 
pocket change to one $250 do¬ 
nation, she said. 

Robin saw Stephanie for the 
first time last summer during 
dance national championships 
in Arlington, Va. Both girls 
performed in the nationals. 
But, the girls weren’t formally 
introduced until Robin pre¬ 
sented the donation at Master 
Dance Studio in Canton. 

Jill said the massive sup¬ 
port for Stephanie is because 
many children could identify 
with Stephanie’s young age. 
Parents also empathized be¬ 
cause they realized it could 
happen to their child, she said. 

“I hope I could get that kind 
of support if it happened to my 
daughter,” Jill Kendall said. 

She said she commended 
Stephanie’s home town of Be¬ 
lleville’s efforts in raising 
funds and support. Numerous 
fund-raising activities have 
been planned in the Belleville 
area. 

“It really restores your faith 
in humanity,” Kendall said of 
the fund- raising efforts. 

Other Plymouth-Canton 
schools have also sponsored 
fund-raising efforts for Step¬ 
hanie Smith.

Suzanne Truskowski, Oak- 
wood Healthcare System Me¬ 
dia Relations supervisor, says 
the hospital has had no local 
inquiries from our area in re¬ 
gards to the threat of the dis¬ 
ease. 

“If people have questions 
about the disease they can call 
the hospital or their personal 
physician,” said Truskowski. 
"Our hospital, however, has 
had no inquiries from con¬ 
cerned residents about the dis¬ 
ease.” 

Wayne County Health De¬ 
partment officials said they 
have answered hundreds of in¬ 
quiries regarding the disease 


from locations people can be 
tested to dispelling some 
myths about the origin of the 
bacteria. 

Some of the most common 
questions include: 

What is Legionnaires’ dis¬ 
ease? 

• An acute respiratory infec¬ 


tion contracted from a bacte¬ 
ria source. 

Can the disease be transmit¬ 
ted from person to person? 

• No. It is spread through 
the inhalation of mist from a 
water source (showers, baths, 
cooling towers, air condition¬ 
ing units). 


Could my 5-year-old get the 
disease? 

• While the disease can af¬ 
fect people of all ages, it most 
often infects people middle- 
aged or older (particularly if 
you smoke of drink heavily). 

What are some of the symp¬ 
toms I should look for if I’m con¬ 
cerned I may have been 
exposed to the bacteria? 

• People develop 
pneumonia-like symptoms in¬ 
cluding fever, chills, cough, di¬ 
arrhea, abdominal pain and 
confusion. 

Is Legionnaires’ disease 
fatal? 

• Only in about 5 to 15 per¬ 
cent of the cases has death 


been the result. An effective 
treatment for the disease is an 
antibiotic called 
erythromycin. 

Currently health depart¬ 
ment officials are testing sam¬ 
ples taken from more than 
three dozen water sources 
throughout the Farmington 
area. 

Officials encourage resi¬ 
dents to be tested if you think 
there is a possibility you were 
exposed to the disease or are 
presently suffering from some 
of the symptoms.

Drug used to treat ADD criticized 


A group founder who main- 
tains the widespread use of a 
drug used to treat attention 
deficit disorder (ADD) is com¬ 
ing to Detroit to present a free 
program. 

Parents Against Ritalin 
(PAR) is a national non-profit 
organization of people who are 
concerned about the prolifera¬ 
tion of Ritalin usage among 
the population of our nation’s 
children. According to Dr. 
Safer of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical center, prescriptions 
for Ritalin have more than 
doubled since 1990. 

Debra Jones, founder of 
; PAR will present a seminar 


entitled, “Natural Alternatives 
to Ritalin” 7-9 p.m. Nov. 7 at 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege in Taylor. To reserve a

Other critics of ADD’s treat¬ 
ment with Ritalin include 
Fred Baughman Jr. He criti¬ 
cizes using a highly addictive 
drug to treat something that, in 
his opinion, is not an actual 
disease. Ritalin is in the same 
drug classification as cocaine, 
methadone and meth- 
amphetamines. 

Baughman, author of an ar¬ 
ticle about ADD said it is the 
most common “disease” and 
most rampant of “epidemics” 


of the moment in the U.S. This 
includes ADD with or without 
hyperactivity, ADHD (atten¬ 
tion deficit hyperactivity disor¬ 
der). It was unheard of prior to 
1980 and had affected 500,000 
by 1988, 900,000 by 1990 and is 
said to affect 2.5 to 4.4 million 
today, with 90 percent of pa¬ 
tients being children. It’s case 
rate is doubling every two 
years. 

Michigan has the second 
highest rates of Ritalin usage, 
according to the March 18 is¬ 
sue of Newsweek.

cally why rates in Michigan 
are higher than in other states. 
Two years ago, Michigan was 
in second place. But, the nu¬ 
mbers of Ritalin users are 
nearly always directly propor 
tionate with the number of 
ADHD experts in the area, the 
number of CHADD (Children 
with Attention Deficit Disor¬ 
der) chapters in the area, he 
said. 

Plus, parents will often 
“coach” their children into 
acting like they have the disor¬ 
der in order to receive addi¬ 
tional assistance checks. 
Baughman called these checks 
“crazy checks.” 

“We have parents who are 
forcing their children to ac¬ 
cept that something is wrong 
with their brain,” he said. “It’s 
100 percent fraud ” 

Ohio, Idaho and Maryland 
are also among those states 
with the highest per-capita 
rates.

Mental Health (NIMH) has de:- 
clined to reveal how much is 
received in research funding 
from Ciba-Giegy, manufacturer 
of Ritalin, and the phar¬ 
maceutical industry.

Their refusal to answer the 
question is because it is not a 
disease, nor it is organic or bi- 
ological, Baughman said. 

“It is an illusion, a contrive

Of ADD’s 4.4 million pa¬ 
tients, Baughman said many 
are normal, troubled, some¬ 
times troublesome misedu- 
cated children described by 
their teachers having a chemi¬ 
cal brain imbalance. Without 
the drugs, the teachers main¬ 
tain, the students are uneduca- 
ble. 

Without proof that ADD is a 
biologic or organic disorder, 
Baughman said the “epi¬ 
demic” is preposterous.

Four candidates are seek¬ 
ing two-year posts on the Cir¬ 
cuit Court: incumbents Kirsten 
Kelly and Sean Cox and chal¬ 
lengers Jane Gillis and Ken 
Hylton Jr. 

And, there is still more on 
the ballot - State Proposals A, 
B, C, D, E and G, and also four 
Wayne County proposals. 

The state-wide proposals 
are: A, change in bingo rules; 
B, establish qualification for 
judges; C, control of Veterans 
Trust Fund; D, limit bear hunt¬ 
ing; E, allow casino gambling 
in Detroit, and G, place man¬ 
agement of wildlife under 
DNR jurisdiction. 

The county proposals are: 1, 
authorize a counsel for the 
commission; 2, define powers 
of auditor general; 3, Stadium 
proposal to levy tax on hotels, 
motels and rental cars, and 4, 
renew the millage for Wayne 
County Community College. 


Battery recycling successful in Michigan 


Michigan is celebrating its 
first year of participation in a 
national program helping 
Michigan’s environment 
through recycling nickel- cad¬ 
mium (Ni-Cd) rechargeable 
batteries.

When a battery is no longer re¬ 
chargeable, residents simply 
drop it off at a participating 
community recycling site or re¬ 
tail stores and the battery is 
collected for recycling. 

“The production and sales 
of Ni-Cd batteries are increas¬ 
ing at a phenomenal rate due 
to the popularity of new prod¬ 
ucts utilizing the batteries, 
such as cellular phones, 


computers, camcorders and 
power tools,” Bennett said. 
“Michigan had the foresight to 
prepare for recycling efforts in 
advance and we thank the 
Michigan Retailers Associa¬ 
tion and the Rechargeable 
Battery Recycling Corporation 
for making the program possi¬ 
ble.” 

Michigan works in coopera¬ 
tion with the Rechargeable 
Battery Recycling Corporation 
(RBRC), a nonprofit public ser¬ 
vice organization that operates 


the program. Through their 
participation, Michigan resi¬ 
dents are helping to conserve 
the earth’s natural resources 
and to prevent Ni-Cd batteries 
from entering the country’s 
landfills. 

“Michigan is helping to 
make rechargeable battery re¬ 
cycling a reality, and that’s 
great for the environment,” 
said Joel Alford.

Estonian independence was recognized in 1921. Following Germany’s invasion 
of Soviet Russia in 1941, Estonia came under the control of Germany and was 


retaken by Russia in 1945. In 1991, Estonia again became an independent 
country. -

Before he left for a 12-day trip 
to Estonia, Wayne resident John 
Rhaesa took many things for 
granted, including the freedom 
to practice his religion, but after 
his stay in the former Soviet- 
dominated country, he sees his 
country and his Christian beliefs 
in a new light 

“It was strange to look into the 
eyes of children and realize that 
they had no idea of who Christ 
is,” Rhaesa said. 

After many years of Russian 
domination during which 
churches were closed and Chris¬ 
tian persecuted, the country is 
just beginning to re-gain its 
Christian heritage. 

“Only one church was left 
open, and the Russians deemed 
that it would be used for all of 
the denominations. Their belief 
was that conflict between the de¬ 
nominations would results in the 
church ‘dying’ because of inter¬ 
nal dissension,” he said. “The 
plan didn’t work, because all of 
the various faiths worked togeth¬ 
er to keep the spirit of Christian¬ 
ity alive.” 

Throughout Estonia, church 
buildings were changed into oth¬ 
er uses to desecrate them. For 
example, one was used as a sta¬ 
ble. 

The Wayne resident is one of 
a 29-member musical missionary 
team organized by Young River 
Ministries. 

Rhaesa was asked to accom¬ 
pany the group because of his 
work with youths through his 
Christian music House Party 
programs in Western Wayne 
County and Detroit He adapted 
his program to reach youngsters 
in Estonia with the aid of inter¬ 
preters. 

“Because of the time differ¬

loves you. We also gave cross 
necklaces to illustrate that salva¬ 
tion is gift as easy to gain as the 
gift of the crosses from us to 
them.” 

The audiences were im¬ 
pressed that the team had come 
5,000 miles to visit them and that 
many of them had left spouses 
and children behind to bring 
them the Salvation message. 

On Saturday, the highlight of 
the event—a Gospel Fest—was 
staged at Linnahali, a huge the¬ 
ater. 

Rhaesa noted that before the 
concert, a team member gave 
tickets to the Gospel Fest to two 
street prostitutes. One of them 
didn’t attend, but the other not 
only attended the Gospel Fest 
but accepted Christ. 

“The people of Estonia are 
hungry for Christian music and 


ence, we were given a day to ad¬ 
just from our jet lag, and on Sat¬ 
urday we worked on re-assem¬ 
bling all of our equipment and 
making plans for our programs,” 
he said. “On Sunday, we attend¬ 
ed services in a church built in 
the 1200s — the only one left 
open during the Communist 
rule.” 

Rhaesa noted that it was the 


same church in which Billy Gra¬ 
ham preached during his cru¬ 
sade. 

“On Tuesday, I did a live radio 
show at 7 a.m., and introduced 
the audience to Christian music 
that they haven’t heard before. 
The show was replayed the next 
day and we taped another show 
on Tuesday and Friday,” he said. 
“In the afternoon, we went to a 
school and I DJ’d. As the kids 
came into the room, we had 
them play some basketball and 
frisbee games to break the ice.” 

The energetic host of the ra¬ 
dio show was Ulo Niinemagi, a 
pastor and evangelist 

In the evening, the team pre¬ 
sented its gospel music program. 

“We expected to continue 
with the same agenda all week 
with school appearances in the 
day and programs in the 
evenings, but on Wednesday 
everything changed,” he said. “A 
bus was hit by a truck and 15 
young people were killed, result¬ 
ing in a national day of mourn¬ 
ing.” 

Because of the strict condi¬ 
tions of the day of mourning, all 
school assemblies and parties 
were halted for the day. 

“We were discouraged that 
we couldn’t bring our message to 


the kids that day, but because of 
our unexpected day off, we 
learned something that had a 
positive impact on the rest of our 
trip,” he said. 

“On Wednesday, we went to a 
restaurant called Fat Margaret’s 
and met an American who was 
working at the restaurant and 
temporarily living in Estonia. He 
told us that many Estonian youth 
have missed the concept of 
Christianity. They think that be¬ 
ing a Christian is an American 
thing and they want to be like 
Americans. What they have 


missed is the fact that Jesus 
died for all people, no matter 
their nationality, color or race.” 

“That was a real break 
through for us. The day that we 
thought was wasted provided us 
with vital information about the 
need for us to make them under¬ 
stand that Christianity was for 
them — as Estonians — as well 
as for Americans,” he said. 

“Thursday, we had two assem¬ 
blies, and they were awesome. 
They were the biggest ones that 
we had,” Rhaesa said. “We gave 
out stickers that said “Jesus 


we received a very good recep¬ 
tion. There were bands from Es¬ 
tonia and America playing and 
all styles of music, from folk to 
Estonia Techno-Rap,” he said. 

“God was working in ways be¬ 
yond what we had expected,” 
Rhaesa said. 

“I am grateful to all of the 
people here who prayed for us 
and for those who gave their 
support, Clarenceville United 
Methodist Church, our friends 
and families and community 
leaders. Without their help, it 
wouldn’t have been possible.” 




Youth programs 
make difference 

Wayne resident John Rhaesa believes that 
his House Party programs can reach the hearts 
of young people in Norwayne as well as those in 
Estonia. 

“We don’t have the opportunity here to work 
through the schools as we did in Estonia, but I 
believe we could find a place to stage our shows 
for young people in our own backyard,” Rhaesa 
said. 

“Kids are the same all over — they are look¬ 
ing for someone to care about them, a group to 
identify with and some one to follow. Instead of 
looking to a gang for this, they can look to Chris¬ 
tians,” he said. “I’d like the opportunity to do 
our House Party in this area” 

Rhaesa said that he realizes after his trip 
how much we take our freedom for granted. 

“The people of Estonia who held onto their 
faith had to survive persecution. Christians 
were taken by the KGB and kept for days. They 
were beaten and some lost their lives,” he said. 
“People had to be serious about their faith to 
keep Christ as their focus.” 

Rhaesa said there is a lot of poverty in Esto¬ 
nia today as the country attempts to re-build as a 
free nation. 

“A lot of apartment buildings that we con¬ 
structed by the Russians only a few years ago 
are in bad shape because of the poor workman¬ 
ship. There are areas there as bad or worse than 
those here, and there also are homeless people 
there,” Rhaesa said. 

Basically, he said, the American people face 
similar problems of poverty and dissatisfaction 
among youths as do the people of Estonia. The 
difference, he said, is our history of freedom to 
build on.

Let’s see now, what would 
be a picture-perfect ending to 
a blurred Plymouth-Salem or 
Plymouth-Canton football sea¬ 
son?

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Local editor attributes success to WCCC district 



Joan Dyer is one of thousands of 
success stories associated with Wayne 
County Community College. 

In 1969, while working as a typeset¬ 
ter at the News Herald Newspaper 
downriver, Dyer asked the editor if 
she could write for the newspaper. 
Hoping to become a journalisk Dyer 
was told instead she would first have 
to become a college student. It was at 
that time she decided to enroll in 
classes at the new Wayne County 
Community College. 

‘i wanted to be a writer, but the 
managing editor told me she wouldn’t 
hire anyone who wasn't attending col¬ 
lege.” Dyer said. “I told her I was going 
to enroll at Wayne County Community 
College and it was on the basis of that 
that she gave me a tryout as a stringer 
reporter.” 

Dyers first assignment was to cover 
the happenings at the newly estab¬ 
lished community college. As a mem¬ 
ber of the WCCC Citizen’s Advisory 
Council, Dyer remembers just how 
many lives were impacted by the 
opportunities created from their 
attendance at the college. 

“There w ere thousands of success 
stories of people whose lives were 
turned around because of the col¬ 
lege.” Dyer said. “I remember that 
some of my classmates were students 
who had dropped out of four-year 
institutions and had decided to return 


to WCCC. The only difference was this 
time they were much more dedicated, 
partly because they were paying for 
their education with their own 
money.” 

Today Dyer is still dedicated to the 
college as she continues to serve in an 
advisory capacity as a member of the 


Friends of the Western Center, located 
in Van Buren Township. She also con¬ 
tinues close contact due to the nature 
of her work as managing editor of 
Michigan Community Newspapers—a 
western Wayne County newspaper 
chain that publishes.-in Westland, 
Wayne, Canton Township, Romulus, 


Van Buren, Belleville and Inkster. 

Although Dyer has watched the col¬ 
lege through good and bad times, she 
still believes wholeheartedly in the 
institution.

When Paddock talks about the 
Wayne County Community College he 
would like to see in the future, he 
refers to a college that will experience 
growth. “When I’m looking at the 
school, it’s more in terms of growth 
patterns and programs,” Paddock 
said. “I’m looking at a school with 
about 25,000 students.” 

His philosophy coincides with a 
message Dr. Ivery has been preaching 
since he first arrived in Wayne County. 


“Only 7 percent of the population in 
Detroit has college degrees. We need 
to do something about that" Ivery stat¬ 
ed. 

Paddock has served on the board 
since 1986. 

To remind himself of what his role 
is as a member of the board of trustees 
at Wayne County Community College, 
Clemente always follows his motto of 
placing students first 

“The students are at the forefront 
of our decision making so they can be 
accomplished, stable and satisfied,” 
Clemente said. 

He also recognizes his responsibili¬ 
ty to the taxpayers he represents most 
of whom aren’t students at the college. 

“We have a fiduciary responsibility 
to taxpayers, properly administering 
funds and maximizing them,” he 


added.

Although at times he may have 
been the lone voice in western Wayne 
County advocating for its presence, 
and never denying the college’s short¬ 
falls, Scott has continued to fight for

Although the Friends of the 
Western Center have been around for 
some time, Davis has seen a great deal 
of growth in the numbers of individu¬ 
als who return on a regular basis. 

Davis has also become involved in 
organizations in local communities 
surrounding the college. He describes 
his style of management as interactive 
networking, and he doesn’t believe 
that he has all the answers. 

“I believe in the old saying that two 
heads are better than one,” Davis said. 
“It’s important to listen to all of the 
people in the organization from the 
top to the bottom. This means allow¬ 
ing everyone to have input in deci¬ 


sions that affect the organization. At 
our staff meetings everyone is invited 
and during the meeting there is no 
rank in the room.” 

It probably comes as no surprise 
that Davis is an optimist. He has such 
a positive outlook that he has become 
the president of the Tri-County 
Optimist Club. He is also a member of- 
the Westland and Wayne Chamber of 
Commerce, the Belleville Rotary and 
the Lions Club in Westland.
